The Sask. Elks Association and Foundation will be holding the Trucks and Bucks 
Lottery again in 2022. The outstanding success of our first annual Trucks and 
Bucks Lottery last spring means let’s do it again! Net proceeds to the Foundation 
were substantial. Complaints were few, and were handled promptly. The 2022 Lot- 
tery and accompanying 50/50 Draw will be very similar to the 2021 Lottery, with 
some minor adjustments. There will likely be a Loyalty Draw, where previous buyers 
will be offered a special deal. Ticket package prices will be slightly altered to max- 
imize sales. 50/50 ticket packages will be sold only with truck ticket packages, 
same as this year. The Committee will have five members: the Lottery Chair, Harold 
Claffey; the Foundation Chair and Vice Chair, Joe Calder and Bill Tarr; the Associa- 
tion President and First Vice President, John Voutour and Kyle Stevenson and the 
Executive Administer Charlotte Watson. Net proceeds are expected to double. The 
launch will be in the spring.
